His majesty declared the govern- 
ment would continue “to promote lim- 
itation and reduction by international 
agreement of all forms of armament,” 
but he added:

WHAT NEXT? WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—A personal poll has been 
made among the best New Deal minds on the ques- 
tion: ‘‘What comes after the breathing spell?” 

The answer seems to be that nobody in the New Deal knows. At 
least no mind could be found with any ideas regarding new reforms be- 
yond those already started, although there are plenty of yet unex- 
pressed thoughts harbored by New Dealers for expansion of the reforms 
already initiated. \ 


FRAGMENTS or intance, the money muddle will have to be straight- 

ened out eventually, but no one has any clear notion 
yet as to what can be done. Coming reorganization of the Federal Re- 
serve Board may strengthen new credit and banking policies along lines 
already projected, but no new legislation is now considered possible. The 
social security program will be expanded next year, or the year following. 
The AAA crowd has not the slightest notion what it will @o if the supreme 
court throws out the processing tax system, or what the ultimate perma- 
nent farm policy will be. 

This does not mean that there are not a lot of fragmentary notions 
fluttering about the inner vacuum. Foremost among these are various 
plans for heavier high-bracket income taxes, a permanent relief pro- 
gram, etc. Most are considered to be politically unfeasible for the imme- 
diate future. 

The next move seems to depend on time and tide.

President Roosevelt sent letters months ago to 
Senator Harrison and Chairman Doughton asking them to have their 
Staffs work on NRA reorganization during the recess. 

The only staffs they have are the tax experts employed by the joint 
congressional committee on taxation. This staff appears not to have given 
a thought to the NRA. In fact, nothing has been done in the way of a 
study and Doughton will not be back from the Philippines junket until 
December 20. 

Note—The largest question in congressional circles now is what 
would happen if the Philippine boat sinks. The vice president, speaker 
and many influential leaders are aboard. Also there is idle but amusing 
speculation as to how President Roosevelt would go about holding a 
special session, for instance, to declare war, with most of his congres- 


sional bigwigs in the far east. 


PROMOTION Rumors about a $5,000,000 republican campaign fund 

to beat Mr. Roosevelt are only rumors yet, but the 
ultimate amount will probably be many times that sum. Republicans are 
getting real green money now for the first time in five years. Many 
individuals adversely affected by the New Deal program seem to be eager

On Georgia’s Debts by January I 


Outstanding State Unpaid Appropriations Will Be Only 
$300,000, Governor Says; Source of Money or De- 
partment To Benefit Is Not Indicated. 


By GLENN RAMSEY, 

| Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Governor Talmadge plans to pay 
‘approximately $1,500,000 on state 
‘debts by January 1. 

“Georgia’s outstanding unpaid ap- 
propriations will be only about $300,- 
000 the first of the year,” the Gov- 
ernor said today. , 

These debts, created during former 
administrations when revenue was in- 
sufficient to cover sums appropriated 


by the legislature, totaled more than_ 


$6,100.000 when Talmadge took office 
in 1933. 

Under a legislative act passed dur- 
ing the regime of Richard B. Russell 
Jr.. now United States senator, the 
state thereafter was prehibited from 
creating such debts. Georgia now 
must live within its revenue, 

While the Governor did not com- 
‘ment on plans to pay out a million 
and a half dollars, his statement con- 
cerning the debt at the end of the 
year was followed by the perusal of 
the state’s finance sheet, which 
showed $1,861,507 in unpaid appro- 
'priations to date. 

Payment of $1,500.000 would re- 
duce this figure to $361,507, near the 
figure estimated by the Governor to 
be the debt by the end of the year. 
| Schools May Get Funds. 

It could not be learned from what 
source the money would come nor to 
what department it would be paid, 
but there were intimations from un- 
quotable sources that the common 
schools might receive the major por- 
tion of the sum.

Rentals’ Discounting. 


During the almost three years of 
the Talmadge administration more 
than $4,122,000 has heen paid’on the 
old debts through legislative action 
and the discount of the W. 
rentals. 

The only other present obligations 
of the state are a carpet-bagger bond 
issue of $4,211,702.17 passed during 
reconstruction days and about $26,- 
000,000 in highway improvement cer- 
tificates. 

Georgia is retiring the bonded debt 
at the rate of $100,000 annually, plus 
interest and payment on the highway 
certificates—issued to permit counties 
to rush their good roads program sev- 
eral years ago—is not to begin until 
March, 1936. 

The legislature in recent years has 
aecepted the highway certificates as a 
state obligation and enacted a law pro- 
viding for their retirement at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year and money is al- 
located to the Highway Department 
for the specific purpose.
